Review of United Kingdom Overseas 
Trade in the First Half of 1957 


HE VALUE of overseas trade recorded in June was substantially lower than in May: unusually, 

I over a year in which both prices and volume of trade have risen, it was also slightly lower 
on both sides of the account than in the co month of 1956. The drop i 

was, however, much the bigger, with the result that the trade deficit was reduced from £60 

million in May to £38 million in June, the lowest figure since ehrten For both imports and exports 


imports and considerably modified the extent of the resumed growth in the volume sie imports this 
year, which in the three preceding months had appeared to be developing rapidly. 

Exports, at £275-8 million, were £27 million lower than the record figure for May, but still a 
little higher than in April; all told, the latest figure appears much in line with the trend earlier 
in the year. All the main commodity groups shared in the fall compared with but 
products fared relatively best and thus added to the recent indications of a revival in the rate 
expansion in this group. Re-exports, at £10-1 million, were more than {£14 million lower than i 
May. 

Imports fell by £51 million to £323-8 million in June. It had seemed resible that

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and with mounting signs of renewed in the economy, the 
increase in volume was probably little more than 2 per cent. 

Nevertheless, the trend of imports this year has clearly broken 
away from the stable level of last year. The increase in overall volume 
has been held down by the enforced reduction in oil imports, which 
despite a rapid recovery in the second quarter, were nearly 8 per cent. 
lower in quantity than in the first half of 1956 (although with the rise 
in prices and freights, 20 per cent. more in value), and by the halving 
of coal and steel imports made possible by the improvement in the 
home supply/demand position. The improvement in the steel position 
compared with a year ago is particularly notable; imports were down 
by £25 million, exports up £23 million, with an offsetting i increase of 
£8 million (largely higher freight costs) for imports of steelmaking 
materials. 

Apart from these commodities, however, there has been a fairly 
substantial rise in the quantity of imports. Among major industrial 
materials arrivals of timber, pulp and paper, copper, zinc, tin ore, and 
cotton have been substantially larger than last year, and only rubber 
(due to lower re-export demand) and aluminium show much fall. 
All told, imports of industrial materials (excluding steel but including 
a number of other commodities classed as manufactures in the Trade 
Accounts) were about 8 per cent. greater in volume than in the first 
half of 1956. Food imports were also higher, by about 4 per cent. in 
volume; increased arrivals of meat and live animals, sugar, tea, cocoa 
and coffee being only partly matched by reductions in cereals, cheese, 
eggs, and fruits and vegetables (mainly potatoes and tinned fruit). 
Part of the increase in food imports (and also to a smaller extent in 
industrial materials) reflects the carryover of delayed arrivals from 
1956. Finally, there was a further steep rise in imports of finished 
manufactures, which were close on a fifth higher. 

The total visible trade deficit for the half year was £342 million, 
£36 million more than in the first half of 1956. The difference corre- 
sponded roughly with the amount of imports delayed into 1957 from 
the final months of 1956, and if allowance is made for this there was 
little change in the deficit compared with either half of 1956. Moreover, 
the freight and insurance element in the import figures was consider- 
ably larger this year, so that the payments balance on visible trade 
should be a little more favourable than would be implied directly 
from the movement of the ‘trade gap’ shown by the Trade Accounts. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


Continuing the trend which has been evident since 1954, the 
expansion of trade in the first half of 1957 compared with a year ago 
was almost wholly in exchanges with non-sterling countries. Three- 
quarters of the rise in imports, and five-sixths of the rise in total 
exports (including re-exports) related to non-sterling trade. Imports 
from non-sterling countries rose by £15 million a month, or 7} per 
cent., to a monthly average of £210 million this year. Dollar imports 
increased by £16} million a month (24 percent.), over half of the rise 
being in higher petroleum imports. Cotton accounted for a further 
quarter, and sugar, metal ores and machinery also shared in the rise. 
Imports from O.E.E.C. countries were marginally down and from the 
rest of the non-sterling world were unchanged in total, a rise in timber 
being offset by falls in fruits and vegetables, coal and non-ferrous metals. 

Total exports to non-sterling countries have amounted to £166 
million a month this year, an increase of £12 million (8 per cent.) 
over a year ago. There has, however, been a shift of emphasis; 
in 1956 exports to the dollar area were the most buoyant, this year it 
is exports to O.E.E.C. countries which have shown the most rapid 
increase, of 13 per cent. This rise is striking, even remembering 
that exports to O.E.E.C. Liuentrion tthe fret half of 1 1956 were low, 
probably as a result of the bad weather early last year. Particularly 
large increases were recorded this year for exports to France, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Belgium and Denmark. Total exports to the dollar area, 
however, which rose by 24 per cent. in the year 1956, were less than 
5 per cent. up in the first half of 1957 com with a year ago. The 
rate of increase to the United States fell 
cent., and to Canada from 26 per cent. bd tlinetpedyertenis4 
due to lower deliveries of ships and aircraft, t apart from the rapid 
socreaes im exports of een SS Wee.

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in total exports, and the visible trade deficit with non-sterling countries 
svamand G64 calllion a Sanmaecea dhaedies Ree eee 
with £41 million in the first half of 1956. 

Trade with the sterling area was at much the same level as a year 
ago. Imports showed a modest increase in value of 4 per cent. to a 
monthly average of £140 million this year.

Despite the fall in June the total value of exports in the second 
quarter of the year was 2} per cent. more than in the first quarter. 
(In this and in the following com the repayments of silver 
bullion to the United States which ran from April 1956 to April 1957 
are excluded.) For the half year as a whole, exports were 6 per cent. 
in value and about 3 per cent. in volume above the first half of last 
year. The rate of increase came down from 7 per cent. in the first 
quarter to 5 per cent. in the second, but this reflected the exceptional 
spurt in exports in the second quarter of 1956 when there were 
ag, heavy deliveries of ships, rather than any flagging this 

t the half year, however, the rate of growth was 
wail dex tales 1956, when the underlying increase was close 
on 10 per cent. by value and 6 per cent. in volume. The easing in 
the upward trend this year has thus been mainly in the volume of 
shipments; although the export price index has been unchanged since 
February the average for the half year was nearly 5 per cent. higher 
than in the first half 1956.

The commodity pattern of export trade this year has shown some 
fairly striking changes from the trends of 1956, Last year the major 
part of the increase came from engineering products (particularly 
ships and aircraft). This year engineering exports have expanded 
more slowly, but metals and chemicals have risen faster and textiles, 
which declined last year, have shown an appreciable i increase. Exports 
of petroleum have been checked by the interruption of supplies, but 
shipments of solid fuels have risen strongly. Exports of food products 
have also risen substantially. By the second quarter of the year, how- 
ever, there were signs that engineering goods were moving back 
towards their normal place among the leaders in the upward move- 
ment of exports. 


Re-exports were nearly £11 million (14 per cent.) lower in value 
in the half year ccrapared with the first half of 1956. Rubber more 
than accounted for this fall; the quantity shipped dropped by almost 
a half and the avere ge price was down by a sixth, so that the value of 
the trade fell from £23 million to £10 million. Re-exports of cotton and 
copper were also much lower, but wool rose both in quantity and price. 
Other traditional re-export trades showed relatively little change. 


It had looked in recent months as if the resumed growth of imports 
was outpacing the rise in exports —- from March to May they were 
10 per cent. in value above the corresponding months of 1956. With 
the much lower June figure, however, the total of imports for the 
whole half year, £2,099 million, showed an increase compared with 
first half 1956 of just over 6 per cent. in value and about 3 per cent. 
in volume, almost identical with that for exports. Moreover, about 
one-quarter of this increase was due to arrivals delayed from 1956 
following the closing of the Suez Canal. If this element of carry- 
over is excluded the underlying increase this year was probably 

about 4} per cent. in value and 1} per cent. in volume. Even in the 
second quarter, with oil imports restored almost to the 1956 level 
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recovery this year and accounted for one-third of the rise, with an 
increase of 26 per cent. in the second quarter. Aircraft exports were 
also 26 per cent. more, and commercial vehicles and chassis were 
7% per cent. up. Exports in the large machinery divisions were 4 to 
5 per cent. higher in the second quarter, and ships and boats, including 
the liner ‘Empress of England’ in April, were 7 per cent. more. 

The other groups to show big changes between the first and second 
quarter were food and fuels. Food exports which have recently been 
very buoyant, rose by 17 per cent. in April-June, with increases of 
nearly one-half in the quantity of whisky and refined sugar shipments, 
together with higher prices for sugar. Exports of fuels were 16 per

cent. down in the second quarter, mainly owing to a seasonal fall 
in coke though petroleum exports also declined further. 

The other main groups of exports were a little lower in the second 
quarter than in the first. In metals, shipments of iron and steel 
continued to rise strongly (by 9 per cent.) but lower copper prices 
helped to pull down the non-ferrous metals figures. In textiles, the 
first quarter’s improvement in cotton yarns and fabrics was almost 
maintained, but wool yarns and fabrics were 10} per cent. lower. 
Wool tops’ shipments were slightly larger and the rise in average 
prices continued. Amongst ‘other manufactures,’ the recent increase 
in chemicals eased off a little in June and in the second quarter 
exports were only 14 per cent. more than in January-March, 

Turning to the first half of 1957, the overall rise in the value of 
exports compared with the corresponding period of 1956 was 6 per 
cent. The pattern of this increase was quite different from that 
described above, however. The most prominent group among manu- 
factures was metals, with a rise of 14 per cent., while textiles showed 
a welcome increase of 6} per cent., reversing the downward trend of 
previous years. The remaining groups of manufactures increased by 
less than the average for exports as a whole. ‘Other manufactures’ 
were up by 5 per cent. and engineering products by only 34 per cent. - 
a reflection of the marked slackening in the rate of growth of engineer- 
ing exports prior to the second quarter of this year, as well as of 
exceptionally high exports of ships and aircraft in the first half of 
1956. Food exports showed a rise of 17 per cent. in the first half of 
1957, while fuels were 4 per cent. higher than in the first half of 1956. 

Exports of metals have averaged £42 million a month this year. 
The rise of £5 million compared with a year ago was largely in iron 
and steel, shipments being one-quarter higher this year including 
big increases in Western Europe and dollar countries. Plates and sheets, 
including tinplate, showed the chief gains. Non-ferrous metals were 
up by one-fifth in value, and would have risen more but for the fall 
in copper prices. Shipments of copper and copper alloys and semi- 
manufactures were 58 per cent. greater in quantity this year but only 
17 per cent. more in value. Manufactures of metals, other than 
arms and ammunition, were 7} per cent. higher than a year ago. 

Engineering exports exceeded {£113 million a month in the first 
half year, £4 million more than in the same period of 1956. But 
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whereas road vehicles and aircraft played the chief part in the second 
quarter’s rise this year, the increase between the two first halves was 
mainly in the machinery divisions. Machinery other than electric, 
the largest division in the Trade Accounts, rose by 9 per cent. to 
£47 million a month. Aeroplane engines, tractors, office machinery, 
machine tools, rolling mill machinery, and plastic and rubber-working 
machinery were particularly prominent. Western Europe and dollar 
countries were again the markets to show most expansion, though 
Australia, New Zealand and Pakistan also took more. Exports of 
electric machinery, apparatus, etc., were 5} per cent. higher this year, 
at £19 million a month, with increases to India and the United 
States. Telegraph and telephone equipment rose substantially but 
domestic electrical equipment was somewhat down. Exports of 
scientific instruments, etc., were 16 per cent. higher this year. 

rts of transport equipment as a whole fared less well than in 
the first half of 1956, but cars and chassis were an exception to the 
general trend. The record level of car exports in the second quarter 
of 1957 brought the average for the half year to £12} million a month, 
19 per cent. more than a year ago. The United States was the out- 
standing market, exports being two and a half times as much in value 
as in the first half of 1956, South Africa and Canada also took more, 
but shipments to Australia were two-fifths less than a year ago. All 
other types of transport equipment (except railway vehicles) failed 
to reach last year’s levels, despite some recovery in the second quarter. 
Commercial vehicles and chassis were 6} per cent, down in the first 
half of this year, motor cycles were 28 per cent. down, and cycles 
30 per cent. down, with exports to the United States nearly halved. 
Aircraft were 21 per cent. less than the very high figures recorded 
last year, with much reduced exports to Australia and the United 
States. Even including the delivery of some £6 million of ships for 
registration in Bermuda, exports of ships and boats were 11 per cent. 
less than in the first half of 1956, when they included particularly 
high exports to Norway and Venezuela. 

Exports of textiles including wool tops have amounted to £30 
million a month so far this year, £2 million more than a year ago. 
Wool yarns and fabrics and tops accounted for nearly three-quarters 
of the rise; yarns and fabrics were up by 9} per cent., and tops by 
21 per cent. in value though the quantity was unchanged. Cotton yarns 
and fabrics increased by 54 per cent. over the low level of a year ago. 
Amongst ‘other manufactures,’ most of the rise of £2} million a 
month this year was in chemicals which after a level spell in 1956 
have advanced again. In the first half year they were 12 per cent. 
more than a year ago. Exports of clothing, etc., were higher this year 
but pottery and glass declined.

In the food, beverages and tobacco class exports have averaged 
£16} million a month this year, an increase of £2} million over a year 
ago. Refined sugar doubled in value though the quantity was less than 
half as much again. Whisky shipments were 8 per cent. up. Exports 
of live cattle were £1 million a month this year against a negligible 
figure last year, and dairy products (which include eggs) were sub- 
stantially higher. Cereals including for sowing were very 
small compared with last year’s exceptional figures, however. The rise

in exports of fuels, to a monthly average of £134 million in the first 
half year, was all in shipments of coke which almost doubled in value. 
Exports of coal were down by 15 per cent. in quantity but little in 
value, while refined petroleum exports declined by 22 per cent. in 
quantity but again little in value. 


Imports 

The rise of 6 per cent. recorded in imports in the first half of 1957 
compared with a year earlier was spread over all the main groups of 
commodities except manufactures. The food group was 6} per cent. 
up, basic materials 10} per cent. up, and fuels 12 per cent. up in 
value. Though imports of the majority of manufactured goods were 
also higher this year, a sharp fall in metals reduced the total for the 
group by 1} per cent. compared with the first half of 1956. 

Imports of food, beverages and tobacco have amounted to a monthly 
average of £131 million so far this year, £8 million a month more 
than a year ago. Most commodities have shown increases, the main 
exceptions being dairy produce, fruits and vegetables, and cereals. 
Price movements have played an important part in some of the changes, 
notably in the rise in sugar imports and the fall in dairy products. 
The quantity of unrefined sugar was up by 16 per cent. but the value 
rose by 53 per cent. to £134 million a month. (The increase was 
partly matched on the export side by a big rise in shipments of refined 
sugar.) On the other hand, butter imports were unchanged in quantity 
but one-quarter down in value, and the fall of 22 per cent. in the value 
of cheese was largely due to lower prices, The rise of 9} per cent. in 
meat imports, to a monthly average of £27 million in the first half 
year, included higher average prices for lamb and bacon as well as 
increased quantities of some products. Landed prices for tea and coffee 
were also higher ~ the quantity of tea was up by orie-quarter and the 
value by 40 per cent. — but cocoa prices were lower and the increase 
in value of nearly one-third was all due to quantity. (Two years ago 
the same quantity of cocoa cost nearly twice as much.) Other increased 
food imports were live cattle — nearly half as much again — and wines 
and spirits which rose by one-fifth. The fall of 10 per cent. in fruits 
and vegetables was mainly due to the absence this year of imports of 
potatoes on the exceptional scale of 1956 and to much lower imports 
of tinned fruit. Arrivals of cereals were 4} per cent. less this year.

Arrivals of basic materials averaged £100 million a month in the 
first half year, £94 million more than a year ago. Nearly all commodities 
showed increases, offset by a substantial fall only in rubber. The 
increases were partly due to price rises, particularly for wool, and to 
higher freight on bulky cargoes, but also to a substantial overall rise 
in the volume of imports. The outstanding increase was in raw wool, 
where the value rose by one-quarter to £19 million a month though 
the quantity was only 1 per cent. up (in spite of a 8} per cent. higher 
rate of consumption this year). Imports of cotton have been heavy 
(one-sixth more) but the increase has gone largely into stock, con- 
sumption being only about 4 per cent. up. Average prices were some- 
what lower and the value of imports rose by 17 per cent. for the half 
year, with arrivals from the United States nearly quadrupled but 
reduced from most other sources. Imports of raw jute (through price 
rises) and of staple fibre were also more, 
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Timber imports were substantially higher than in the first/half of 
1956, rising by 12 per cent. to £11 million a month, Consumption 
of softwood up to April has been about 5 per cent. greater this year 
and stocks have been seasonally run down less than they were a year 
ago. Arrivals from Canada were lower but there were heavy increases 
from Sweden, Finland and the Soviet Union. Imports of woodpulp 
were 6} per cent. up in the first half year; consumption was also 
higher. The remaining major increase in basic materials was a 17 per 
cent. rise in the value of metal ores and scrap, to £16 million a month. 
Half of the rise was accounted for by steel-making materials, mainly 
owing to freight increases, and most of the rest to larger arrivals of 
tin ore. Offsetting these increases was a 19 per cent. fall in the value 
of rubber imports, partly due to lower prices. The quantity was down 
by 9 per cent., consequent on the reduced demand for re-exports; 
home consumption was also a little down. 


Imports of fuels amounted to £40 million a month in the first 
half year, a rise of £6 million for petroleum being only partially 
offset by a fall of under £2 million for coal. Petroleum imports were 
valued at £37 million a month, 20 per cent. more than a year ago, but 
the rise was more than accounted for by higher c.if. prices. Even in 
the second quarter of 1957 the quantity of crude petroleum arrivals 
was less than a year earlier, and in the first half-year imports were 
11 per cent. less than a year ago. The quantity of refined products was 
little changed. Imports of crude petroleum from the dollar area 
multiplied nearly three and a half times in quantity and over four 
times in value in the half year, to an average of £8} million a month, 
but arrivals from the Middle East fell by one-third in quantity and 
one-eighth in value, to £14 million a month. The reduction in coal 
imports arose from halving of the quantity compared with January- 
June 1956, though the decrease in value was rather less. So far this 
year, the quantity of coal imported is under half the amount exported. 


Imports of goods classed as manufactures exceeded £77 million a 
month in the first half of 1957. The most striking change compared 
with a year ago was the steep fall in metals. A 39 per cent. decrease 
in iron and steel imports was due to a widespread reduction in quantity, 
particularly marked in steel sheets. The 16 per cent. decline in the 
value of non-ferrous metals, to £16 million a month this year, was, 
on the other hand, nearly all due to lower copper prices; arrivals of 
copper were 14 per cent. up in quantity but 22 per cent. down in 
value. Apart from metals, imports of manufactures were 12 per cent. 
(£6 million a month) higher than in the first half of 1956. About a 
third of this rise was in goods mainly imported for further processing. 
Amongst these, there were increases of two-fifths in cotton grey 
cloth and in wool fabrics, 13 per cent. in wood manufactures and 7

per cent..in paper and 


Imports of finished manufactures were about £4 million a month 
more than a year ago. Aircraft were over four-fifths more, including 
the final five D.C.7.C’s purchased by B.O.A.C. Motor-cycles and 
tricycles almost trebled, to £650,000 a month this year, reflecting the 

popularity of scooters and small three-wheel cars. Imports of ships 
and boats, mainly from Germany, more than trebled. The growth in 
imports of machinery continued, with a rise of 9 per cent. for machin- 
ery other than electric, to £10 million a month, and 6} per cent. for 
electric machinery, apparatus, etc. Machinery imports now cover 
a very wide range of plant and apparatus, one-third derived from the 
dollar’area and most of the rest from Western Europe. Imports of 
clothing, footwear, etc., have also grown steadily in recent years and 
in the first half of 1957 were 16 per cent. higher than jpithe correspond- 
ing period of 1956. «

No CHANGE is recorded, for the fifth month in succession, in the 
export index which now stands at 110, The import index declined by 
one point during the month to 109, thus bringing the terms of trade 
(the ratio of import to export prices) to 99, the lowest level reached 
since October 1956. 

One of the main contributing factors in the decline in the import 
index was the continued fall in the index for fuels, which fell by 10 





points to 128. Slight downward movements were also recorded in 
the indices for basic materials and manufactured goods. 


The export index for manufactured goods rose by one point to 
109.

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Developments in Engineering and Metal-using 


Industries 
(From a Special Correspondent) 


THE WORLD is the market-place for the Northern Region. 

An area which embraces two coastlines and is famous for ship- 
building understandably grows up with a wide outlook. For genera- 
tions many of its products have gone to most countries in the world. 
These markets have been expanded since the war, often by 
visiting: new markets have been found, and the old-time pioneering 
spirit is aflame again with the nuclear power age. 

A region which boasts the first nuclear power station in the world 
to feed electricity on a commercial scale into the grid has already 
produced the aptly-named Nuclear Power Plant Es. Ltd., which 
combines the activities of eight companies — including the five next 
mentioned - to construct complete nuclear power stations at home 
and abroad. 





Nuclear Power Plant 








Member companies of the Nuclear Power Plant Co. in the Northern 

Region are C. A. Parsons & Co. Ltd., Heaton; A. Reyrolle & Co. Ltd., 
Hebburn; Head Wrightson & Co. Ltd., Thornaby-on-Tees; 
Ltd., Darlington; and Clarke, Chapman & Co. Ltd., Gateshead. 
Collectively they are equipped to manufacture complete nuclear 
reactors together with their control units, steam-raising plant, heat 
exchangers and electric generating plant, and have had individual 
practical experience on such projects as Calder Hall. They have been 
awarded the contract for the Bradwell Power Station, Essex. Three 
of the firms — Parsons, Reyrolle’s and Clarke, Chapman -—are now 
also concerned in a {6,000,000 factory on the Tyne at Newburn 
Haugh to produce high quality graphite for nuclear power stations. 
It is hoped to be in production before December 1958. 

The name of Charles Parsons and that of the company he founded 
in Newcastle-upon-Tyne are linked throughout the world with tne 
steam turbine, and with the design and development of electrical 
machines to match the power potential of the steam turbine. Fifty- 
seven years ago the largest machine constructed at the Heaton Works 
was for an output of 1,000 kW. Since then a total of over 14,000,000 
kilowatts of turbo-generating plant have been made. Among the orders 
received last year alone for turbo-generating plant were those for a 
machine of 200 MW. output for a new power station in England and 
for four 200 MW. turbo-generators in Canada~ the first 200 MW. 
machines to be exported from England and the first to be installed 
in Canada. They were ordered by the Hydro Electric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario for the Richard L. Hearn Generating Station, 
Toronto, where Parsons installed four 100 MW. generators in 1951-3. 
Orders for smaller machines came from Jamaica, India, Nigeria, 
Canada, South Africa and Australia. 

Parsons create power; Reyrolle’s control it. They make practically 
every type of switchgear from small industrial gear to the largest 
equipment for high-voltage electrical power systems. 

The Hebburn Works of A. Reyrolle & Company Limited are 
expanding almost continually. Recent additions include a new high 
shop for the assembly of large extra high voltage switchgear, a specinl 
air-conditioned shop for the manufacture of instruments and relays, 
and substantial extensions to the research and development laboratories. 
A new high power research station has enabled research, development, 
and proving to be done on a scale hitherto impossible anywhere. 
Another interesting project was the building of the largest network 
analyser in Great Britain, to simplify the solution of power system 
problems. Use of the analyser is in great demand by several of the 
firm's customers, both at home and abroad.

With such facilities for design, manufacture and research, it is to 
be expected that developments proceed apace. In the high-voltage 
sphere, for example, new yas of air-blast and small-oil-volume 
circuit-breakers have established a high reputation both at home and

Serving the World’s Heavy Engineering 

Head Wrightson & Co. Ltd. has been established for almost 100 
years, and to-day the Head Wrightson Group of 14 companies provide 
a service to heavy engineering industries throughout the world. 
Head Wrightson Processes Ltd., a wholly owned subsidiary, Spbying 
a major part in the country’s programme of atomic research, and 
at present handling several contracts for nuclear research reactors in 
this country and abroad. The Nuclear Power Division of Head 
Wrightson, which operates from Thornaby-on-Tees, is responsible 
for the design and construction of a large part of one of the first 
nuclear power stations to be erected in this country. 

It is difficult to define with any degree of accuracy the precise limits 
of the Group’s activities, so wide is the field of engineering that it 
covers, but brief mention may be made in this article of the scope of 
operation: the design, manufacture and erection of complete plants 
for the winning and processing of coal, oil and chemicals, iron and 
steel, and non-ferrous metals are examples of the comprehensive 
service offered to industry. Additionally, equipment and components 
are supplied for ships, railways, automobiles and aircraft. 

Head Wrightson Steel Foundries underwent substantial moderniza- 
tion after the war and now produce 60 per cent. more than they did in 
1946. The melting plant consists of six furnaces, and continuous 
research by experienced metallurgists equipped with up-to-date 
apparatus supplements and supports the work on the floor of the 
foundry, The Iron Foundries at Egglescliffe were re-organized also 
after the last war, and have since increased their output by 25 per cent.

Vigorous research into new and improved machines resulted recently 
in the award of a contract for a heavy plate leveller capable of levelling 
ships plates of up to two inches thick and 12 feet wide. A machine of 
this size has been developed to assist in the programme for the con- 
struction of larger tankers. In addition, the company is engaged on 
the construction of an electrolytic tinning line and a continuous 
strip galvanizing line, which are the first of their kind to be built 
entirely in this country. 

Head Wrightson Stockton Forge Ltd., another wholly-owned 
subsidiary, is engaged in the manufacture of equipment for collieries, 
ore mines, cement and chemical plants, together with a host of other 
engineering products. Complete coal preparation plants, from the 
original planning stage to the final erection and commissioning, are 
handled by Head Wrightson Colliery Engineering Ltd. 

At Seaton Carew, Head Wrightson Stampings is engaged in the 
production of drop forgings for the motor car and railway industries 
and just under half of their total annual production of almost 15,000 
tons is exported. A proportion of this export trade goes to the dollar 
market. 

Since the earliest days of Head Wrightson’s operations they have 
been well known as builders of blast furnaces and auxiliary equipment 
for iron and steel works and to-day Head Wrightson Iron & Steel 
Works Engineering Ltd. provide a complete service to this industry. 

The flexible type of organization adopted to-day makes possible 
a high degree of specialization, which is an important factor when one 
considers the complex nature of the many subjects handled. 


Exporting Tanks and Pressure Vessels 


Whessoe Ltd., Darlington, have been busy since the war keeping 
up with the growth of the oil industry. They have been building large 
oil storage tanks for the industry for more than 60 years. Since the 
war about half of their production has gone to refineries, terminals 
and distribution depots all over the world. Tanks and other refinery 
equipment — including heat. exchangers — have gone to refineries in 
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Venezuela, the Netherlands West Indies, South Africa, India, 
Australia and the Middle East. In fact, the firm’s annual output of 
tanks would contain one-third of the United Kingdom’s normal 
annual consumption of petrol. 

Besides exporting tanks for erection by locally-based companies, 

have also sent erection crews abroad to build tanks. A 
particularly appropriate example is the recent completion of a series 
of contracts in West Africa which involved nearly 7,000 tons of steel 
plate and sextions in the form of tankage to hold some 53 million 
gallons of petrol and other products. A recent contract involved four 
catalyst hoppers for refineries at Curacao and Cardon. Each hopper 
was shipped as five units weighing up to 50 tons each to these refineries, 
and in advance of schedule. 

A post-war development has been the manufacture of Shand and 
Jurs gauges, valves and other tank fittings under licence, In the last 
few years an extensive agency system has been set up in Europe to 
export these fittings and to ensure on-the-spot service. Whessoe are 
oo, suppliers of fuel gas cleaning plant to the gas industries of the 
world. 

Perhaps the firm’s most notable post-war development has been 
in the sphere of large site-built pressure vessels which has culminated 
in the building of the great reactor pressure vessels for Calder Hall 
nuclear power station. The day will come when reactor pressure 
vessels will be exported from Darlington. 


Power-Gases 


Another North-East concern with recent experience in the nuclear 
power field is The Power-Gas Corporation Ltd., of Stockton-on-Tees, 
with its associated companies Ashmore, Benson, Pease & Co., and 
Rose, Downs & Thompson Ltd. The Corporation will long be 
remembered in India for the part they played with the Chemical 
Construction Corporation of New York shortly after the war in 
building the Sindri fertilizer factory to produce 250,000 tons of 
ammonium sulphate a year. Recently they reported an order from 
Rostock, East Germany, for two units of Segas plant. 

Ashmore, Benson, Pease & Company did extensive welding of 
a very high grade of stainless steel to new standards while engaged on 
Government work for the nuclear programme. The previously untried 
method of Argon-arc welding was successfully developed. A 100 per 
cent. examination throughout six miles of plate and sheet welding, 
and 40,000 butt joints on and over 55 miles of pipework, was carried 
out by X-ray and iridium isotope 192 in equipment of Ashmore’s 
own design, and the tests were entirely satisfactory. On the blast 
furnace side of their work, the firm have received 27 contracts in 
the last 12 years, many with capacities of over 1,000 tons» day. 
Apart from big home contracts, they have won others in 
Africa and Asia, often in the face of keen competition from the 
Continent and America.

Rubber-making machinery has been produced in quantity, and for 
many years Elswick has constructed heavy mechanically driven 
presses. An important step was taken in 1945 when the manufacture 
was undertaken of all types and sizes of the renowned Clearing 
Presses. Since then several hundred British Clearing Presses have 
been made, including monsters of 2,000 and 3,000-ton capacity, 
and a series of press brakes has also been developed. 

Elswick Works has plant for manufacturing high pressure bottles 
for all purposes, and has recently set up a department for manu- 
facturing dies for pressings, primarily for the motor car industry, of 
which there is a world shortage. The department, which is virtually 
self-contained, will be initially equipped for a capacity of approximately 
a quarter of a million man hours per annum, and ample room will be 
allowed for future expansion. 

A major development since the war has been the design and pro- 
duction of the Vickers industrial tractor. In addition to machines in 
this country, more than 300 have been exported to Canada, Australasia, 
South Africa, Scandinavia, South America, Pakistan, Malaya and 


other countries. 
Now for a look at some medium-sized firms. 








Exports by Medium-sized Firms 








Seventy-five year ago — long before the full possibilities of materials 
handling were appreciated —- there was a Coles full-circle slewing 
crane. Since the war their production has been concentrated at 
Steels Engineering Products Ltd., Crown Works, Sunderland. 
This Works, with its own testing ground alongside the Wear, has 
seen a continuous process of plant extension and modernization, and 
provides a training school for home and overseas customers to send 
along the men who will operate the cranes. They are given a practical 


course at the firm’s expense so that they return to get the best out of 
their models. 


Coles cranes are operating in many countries, but their makers 
are particularly proud to believe that Steels Engineering Products 
Limited are the only United Kingdom crane manufacturers selling to 
the United States. Steels have manufacturing plants in Illinois, 
Sydney and Duisburg, and are thus able to regionalize many of their 
overseas orders for the more popular types of crane. These important 
overseas developments have come about a good deal through personal 
contact and world-wide travel in search of orders. 


Another medium-sized firm which has believed in “Travel to 
Trade’ is Victor Products (Wallsend) Ltd. In a year, its representa- 
tives have travelled in distance as much as six times round the world. 
Results speak for themselves. With an increase from 250 employees in 
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1946 to 460 in 1956, the company increased its turnover by 4} times 
and the value of its plant and buildings by 4 and 3 times respectively. 
The company has established a reputation in the mining industry 
as a manufacturer of rotary drilling equipment. Not only is extensive 
business done with the National Coal Board in this country, but 
connections are maintained with practically every mining country 
of the world, including Yugoslavia, Poland and, more recently, 
China. In the last few years the company has broadened its activity 
by the production of weatherproof/flameproof and watertight fittings 
for oil refinery lighting. 

On the export side the company works through some 46 agents 
with each agent carefully chosen for his ability and knowledge of 
his area. Senior personnel are constantly travelling on the company’s 
behalf, and building up a valuable manufacturer-user relationship 
is a team of export engineers who are regular world-travellers. Backing 
all this up is a series of technical bulletins which go out, on the average 
once a month, to a selected mailing list of 14,000 scattered all over the 
world. Each bulletin deals simply with an individual product, but to 
add topical interest, from time to time bulletins tell customers some- 
thing of the company, its workpeople and the area in which they live. 
This has been found to be extremely popular. 


More Mining Equipment 

Another concern that serves mining at home and abroad is Hugh 
Wood & Co. Ltd., Team Valley Trading Estate, Gateshead, who 
have been supplying mining equipment since 1911. The increased 
production brought about by the use of modern equipment in mines 
is itself leading to further developments. Early this year a Huwood 
Slicer-loader produced 5,541 tons of coal in a 5}-day week in a York- 
shire mine. Hugh Wood & Co. Ltd. have been making their own coal- 
loaders for 16 years. One of these older models, designed for thin- 
seam working, is in fresh demand again because it suits new techniques 
in coal-cutting. The company have also contributed to the design of 
small diesel locos for underground working. They make conveyor 
equipment not only for mining but for such work as hydro-electric 
schemes and quarrying. Export markets since the war have included

To meet the demand for high capacity trunk 
conveyor systems with centralized loading arrangements, Crowborough 
started manufacture of the G.H.H. ale conveyor. Conveyor installa- 
tions have been exported to such countries as Nova Scotia, South 
Africa and France, including lengths over 8,000 feet and able to 
convey coal at 800 tons an hour. 


Pioneering at Aycliffe 

Another engineering firm which established a branch at Aycliffe 
after the war is Toledo Woodhead Springs Limited, from Sheffield. 
Tay scare Hage Sane ese aero 2 See the 
production of spring using machinery new to this 
country. The move to Aycliffe was dictated b the impossibility of 
expansion at Sheffield. The locally recruited staff — all ex-servicemen — 
quickly learned the new techniques, and soon over 20,000,000 lock- 
washers were being made each month. The export figure alone now 
exceeds that, and production has increased many times. In 1953 
larger premises than the original were taken over for a factory to 
handle road vehicle springs for cars and trucks and new offices were 
built. In addition, further plant was installed, including upset forging 
equipment, to undertake the manufacture of torsion bars for cars 
and fighting vehicles. To cope with the demands on this company, an 
extension is already under way on the last acquisition, Other buildi 
have also been taken over for forgings and the latest form of zinc 
plating. This plant is now working efficiently on the most modern 

The Willesden (London) firm of E.N.V. Engineering Co. Lid. 
have also done well at Aycliffe. They opened a branch works there in 
1950 to help in the production of Eston two-speed rear axles for 
commercial vehicles, mainly for export. Recently their buildings were 
extended to almost twice the original total area of about 39,000 square 
feet.

There are many kinds of engineering on the different Trading 
Estates of the North-East. At Annfield Plain, in North-West Durham, 
the Newark (Notts.) firm of Ransome and Marlies Co, 
Ltd. opened a factory on a five-acre site in 1953. This was doubled 
in size two years later. All but 5 per cent. of the labour force is local. 
The firm consider that the very rapid expansion was in itself a tribute 
to the adaptability of the workers. In turn, the firm provides high- 
class working conditions. There is a constant demand for bearings 
both at home and abroad, and the firm has agencies in most countries. 


Fruits of Enterprise 


Eleven years ago 25 Londoners went northwards to start a new 
factory at St. Helen’s Auckland, County Durham, being unable to 
expand their Putney works. To-day Westool Ltd. has grown to 700 
employees. Westool began with a factory of 50,000 square feet, which 
has to-day ed to 24 times that size. They brought with them an 
accumulated wledge of coil winding, coil winding machine and 
solenoid manufacture, and a long experience in the design and pro- 
duction of electro-magnetic devices. Their coil shop soon extended 
to become one of the largest of its kind in this country, and their 
multi-winding machines are probably the most commonly used units 
in the whole of the industry. 

Three years ago Westool got the manufacturing licence from America 
for the Warner electric brakes and clutches and are now in full pro- 
duction of these useful and simply fitted components. Next came the 
requisite control gear to provide sequence and cycling control of 
machines equipped with Warner brakes and clutches, together with a 
development of TN ccs of cncasmaather amamaname dean 
and industry. tioning equipment, primarily 
wait’ Cobiplollt socamaly’ tod Whe’ Staadhictane’ HOW eames’ Of 
were completed recently for the under licence of 
American type fans and roof ventilators.

With the exception of some 20 or so personnel, all 
employees, who now total 1,200, are local people. Indirectly these 
factories are making an increasing contribution to the company’s 
production for export. 


The Metal Box 


‘Two of The Metal Box Company’s factories are situated respectively 
at Newcastle-upon-Tyne and Carlisle. Both factories have shown 
continual improvement and expansion over the last 10 years. The 
Newcastle plant has always made screw tops for bottles, but improved 
techniques in almost all the factory’s. manufacturing methods have 
led to the 1946 pzoduction rate being trebled. Yet the annual output 
of these — which runs into tens of millions a year — has only doubled, 
for once the greatly increased post-war demand for screw tops was 
met, the productive potential released by the increased rate was 
diverted to making new products such as insecticide sprayers and 
clock components. 

The Carlisle factory has improved and expanded continually since 
the changeover from wartime to peacetime production in January, 
1946. Originally, it turned out three categories of the wide variety of 
products made by Metal . These were (a) cans for milk and 
processed foods, (b) decorated tin boxes for confectionery, cakes, 
biscuits, etc., talcum powder and baby powder, and a wide range of 
containers for the Pharmaceutical trade, and (c) paper labels, cartons, 
brochures, etc, These are classified respectively as Open Top, General 
Line, and Paper Products. 

In 1956 the production of Paper Products was withdrawn from 

Carlisle and concentrated elsewhere, to allow even greater expansion 
in the Open Top and General Line departments, and in Lithographic 
printing. On the Open Top side, the full potential was not realized 
immediately because of the cramped nature of the old premises in the 
town. Now, however, a new food can factory has been built at Botcherby, 
just outside Carlisle, and full production began in March, 1957. 
Other building alterations will include improved personnel amenities, 
and facilities for printing on metal that will be as efficient and up to 
date as anything in the North of England. 
. On the, heavier engineering side in Carlisle, pre-war exports of 
Cowans, Sheldon & Co. Ltd., manufacturers of cranes, railway and 
dockside equipment of all types, averaged 30 per cent. of total turnover. 
In the last five years the average has been 59 per cent. The main 
export fields are India, South Africa and New Zealand, but cranes

On the West Coast at Workington the works owned by the 

Company Limited were built at the begin- 
ning of the second world war by the United Steel Companies Limited 
acting on behalf of the Ministry of Supply for the production of 
electrically melted steel. At the end of the war the works were acquired 
by the United Steel Companies and re-equipped for ironfounding and 
general engineering work. The manufacture and sale of mining machin- 
ery and mine cars have been developed from the inception of the 
y which now makes a large proportion of the cars bought by 
the National Coal Board. Other production includes manufacture of 
iron and steel works plant, ing machi , and turret 
punch presses. About half the engineering products made by the 
company are despatched to destinations overseas. 

Output from the iron foundry, now approaching 90,000 tons per 
annum, has increased rapidly during the last two years and is expected 
to continue to increase for as as can be foreseen. Ingot moulds, 
bottom plates and slag ladles, all used by iron and steel works, com- 
prise the major part of the output tonnage. ‘The remainder of the out- 
put consists of castings for chemical engineering purposes, machine 
tools, and a wide variety of engineering uses. 

Every firm is proud of its centenary. Gilbert Gilkes & Gordon 
Limited, Canal Iron Works, Kendal, who were. 100 years old last 
year, are also understandably proud of their exports. Recently they 
have been exporting over 60 per cent. of the equipment they make —

Continental Market for Television Equipment 


To the Editor of the Board of Trade Journal. 


Sir, - Recently one of my Directors and myself ented out a sales 
and demonstration tour on the Continent, visiting television studiés 
in Germany, Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg, in order to intro- 
duce new products and to extend our markets. The tour was under- 
taken as we felt that we should be obtaining a larger share of this 
new and expanding business than we were getting through our 
normal sales methods. 


The demonstrations started with a visit to the studios in Brussels 
and continued to Amsterdam, Hamburg, Berlin, both East and West, 
and homeward by —— Stuttgart, Baden Baden, Frankfurt 


To generalize on what we saw is somewhat difficult, as some of the 
studios we visited were new buildings of very modern design, while 
others were obviously of a very temporary nature, but in these cases 
we found that plans were well advanced for the building of new 
accommodation, and we were told that the new buildings are due for 
completion during the next two to three years and, having seen the 
rebuilding which has taken place in all parts of Germany, Holland 
and Belgium in recent years, I have no doubt that the new accom- 
modation will be ready at the time stated. 


Turning to the question of studio and outside broadcast equipment 
which was, of course, our main interest, we found as might be expected, 
that the German electronics industries had obtained a very large 
share of the business, and by far the greatest majority of television 
cameras and control equipment was of manufacture, but 
we were, however, pleased to note that in some of the studios visited, 
British made equipment was in evidence. 


We were most interested to see that in spite of the excellent name 
that Germany has for the manufacture of lenses of all types, all the 
Zoom lenses without exception which we saw were British made, 
which speaks very well for the British optical industry. Also, the 
majority of the microphone booms were of British origin, as were 
the majority of the camera dollies. In this particular respect, it was 
interesting to note that the equipments were mainly British made, 
and a very small minority were from American sources, while we saw 
only two of German manufacture, and these were in the. East Berlin 
studios. Of the very limited number of studio camera pedestals which 
are used in the German studios, all were of French origin, while 
camera tripods were mainly German, with a small amount of British 
equipment. The majority of the outside broadcast units were German, 
with a small number of British units, notably in East Berlin, Munich 
and Luxembourg. Most of the studio lighting equipment seen was

water turbines and governors and self-priming pumps. After the 
last. war a complete scheme of reconstruction was undertaken, 
including two new bays covering an area of 20,000 square feet and a 
research department which plays an important part in the develop- 
ment of water turbines and pumps. More than 200 people are employed 
-a considerable number for a sparsely-populated county ~ and the 
works occupy nearly four acres in the centre of busy Kendal. Since 
the war considerable numbers of turbines have been sent to Iceland, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Guatemala, Samoa, Tibet and other countries, 
but the British Commonwealth provides the best export market. 
Large numbers of turbines have gone to Ceylon, the Union of South 
Africa, Rhodesia and East Africa. Western Canada has proved a good 
market because of the development of isolated mines and small 
communities in the Rocky Mountains. 

Such then, is the post-war expansion and export story of a strong 
cross-section of engineering firms in the Northern Region. The story 
of electrical, clothing and miscellaneous firms is yet to be told.

Below we continue our series of digests, by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner Service in Canada, of the industrial 
studies commissioned from various authorities by the Royal (Gordon) Commission on Canada’s Economic Prospects. The 
study reviewed in last week's Board of Trade Journal dealt with Canada’s primary iron and steel industry: the two following 
digests are concerned with her electronics and electrical manufacturing industries. 

The original studies are published by The Queen’s Printer, Ottawa, at $1.50 each. 





Electronics 











Tue stupy of the electronics industry in Canada was prepared 
for the Royal Commission by Canadian Business Service Ltd., a 
private firm. of business consultants. Its main value to United 
Kingdom exporters lies in its description of present and likely future 
conditions in the Canadian electronics market. 

The study opens with a general description of the growth of the 
Canadian industry from 1922, when the manufacture of radio tubes 
(valves) was started, to 1955, when it employed 25,000 workers, 
manufacturing a range of products valued at $300 million. It gives a 
useful analysis of the factors which have encouraged or inhibited 
particular ines of development. Despite the real difficulties of export- 
ing to Canada, some $5-7 million worth of electronic products were 
imported from the United Kingdom in 1955, which was equivalent 
to nearly 6 per cent. of imports from all sources. Imports from the 
United States came to over $88 million, or nearly 90 per cent., but 
it is probable that a fair proportion of these imports were represented 
by sub-assemblies and components brought in by Canadian manu- 
facturers. 

A considerable part of the study is devoted to the examination 
of the competitive position of the Canadian industry, largely in relation 
to the United States, and of the influence on the Canadian industry 
of that country’s mass production methods. In this connection it 





may be pertinent to note the degree of control or ownership of 
Canadian manufacturing companies by outside interests: 


‘Of the 21 manufacturers of television receiving sets in Canada, for 
example, 15 are foreign controlled or owned. Out of 27 companies producing 
radio receiving sets in Canada, 16 are foreign controlled. The manufacture 
of vacuum tubes in Canada is completely foreign controlled through foreign 
majority interests in the five companies producing tubes in Canada. Most 
manufacturers of components in Canada, however, are either Canadian 
controlled or completely owned. It should be noted, however, that the 
manufacture of components is largely concentrated in the smaller com- 
panies. Consequently it can be said that with a few exceptions all major 
companies in the electronics industry in Canada are either foreign controlled 
or foreign owned.’ 

Three of the manufacturers are subsidiaries of United Kingdom 
companies. 

Canadian production costs are higher than in the United States, 
mainly on account of the comparatively small production runs which 
are all that is possible in Canada because of the limitation of the 
market. Given the size of the market, there is a relatively large 
number of producers resulting from both tariff protection and 
Canadian patents legislation which encourages domestic manufacture. 


Pattern of Imports 
The greater part of imports in the post-war period is said to have 
been made of equipment for and defence applications. 


In addition, is a considerable import of parts and sub-assemblies 
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for domestic products and of vacuum tubes. All glass envelopes for 
television tubes are imported. Generally speaking, tariff rates on 
components imported from the United States are sufficient to 
encourage Canadian companies to buy the greater part of their 
requirements for components in Canada. Tooled parts, however, 
such as metal sub-bases, plastic cabinets and aluminium mouldings 
for United States-designed products manufactured in Canada some- 
times cost so much more to make in small quantities in Canada that 
they are imported from the United States. 

So far as European competition is concerned, the study has this 
to say: 

‘Prices of European-made components are . . . lower than prices of 
components made in Canada, but because of the long delivery times only a 
modest amount of standard components is ey from Europe. As a 
result of low wage rates, imports from the U Kingdom could rise 
rapidly if it adapted the style and designs of its products to Nowh 
American standards. However, the Canadian Patent Act acts as a deterrent 
to the import of products that are manufactured in Canada in sufficient 
quantities to meet demand.’ 

The position of Canadian Radio Patents Ltd. and its close con- 
nections with similar United States organizations is clearly brought 
out. Except in special circumstances, it only grants licences when the 
fatented article is to be produced in Canada. This follows from the 
inherent protective nature of Canadian patent legislation, which 
rules that ‘. . . . it shall be taken that patents for new inventions are 
granted not only to encourage invention but to secure that new 
inventions shall so far as possible be worked on a commercial scale 
in Canada without undue delay.’ Canadian patent law is, however, 
currently under study by another Royal Commission. 


TV Sets in Demand 

Because of the late development of a television service in Canada, 
the industry is still heavily engaged in the production of sets for 
initial, rather than replacement, demand. In 1955 it produced sets 
valued at $129 million, a rate of production about one-fourth of that 
of the United States which has a population ten times greater than 
that of Canada. The view is expressed that saturation of the market 
is ‘still a long way off,’ and that the number of sets in use in 1959 
may amount to 3,400,000 as compared with 2 million to-day. Given 
the high standard of living in Canada, there is a growing demand for 
portable sets and for a second family set. 

“The rapidity of technological change, and the possibility that new 
products not presently known or still in the laboratory stage will 
become major products of the industry, make it difficult to predict 
the growth of the electronics industry in Canada in the years ahead.’ 
In the domestic field, mention is made of the possible future for radio 
receivers, colour television, light amplification, Hi-Fi equipment 
and electronic ranges, air conditioners, refrigerators and washing 
machines. Industrial electronics is referred to as one of the most 
rapidly expanding segments of the industry, with applications to 
nuclear energy, new radio and television station equipment, computer 
and data processing systems, closed circuit television for the control 
of industrial processes and production and control pera for 
use in connection with automated equipment and 

For the United Kingdom exporter this study will omni much 
useful background information on the nature of the Canadian market 
and of the type of competition that he must face. He will meet diffi- 
culties, but the Canadian market is growing at a rapid rate and there 
is worthwhile trade to be had. 





Electrical Manufacturing 











THE stTuDy of the electrical manufacturing industry was prepared 
for the Royal Commission by Clarence L. Barber, Professor of 
Economics and Sociology at the University of Manitoba. It analyses 
the growth and development of the Canadian electrical manufacturing 
industry over the past 25 years and assesses the role which it may be 
expected to play in Canadian development over the next 25 years. 
Of the four major firms in the industry, Canadian General Electric 
and Canadian Westinghouse have United States parents and Canada 
Wire & Cable Company and the Northern Electric Company are 
Canadian controlled. Nevertheless, as the study states, ‘at the present 
time only 28 per cent. of the total capital invested in the industry in

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the industry’s total capital is owned by firms controlled in the United 
States and the remaining 10 cent. is owned by firms controlled 
from other countries, mainly Great Britain.’ 

Just under 25 per cent. of the total value of electrical goods used 
in Canada-is imported. During recent years some 87 per cent. of 
these imports have come from the United States and from 8 per cent. 
to 10 per cent. from the United Kingdom. The study concludes that 
these figures overstate the relative importance of competition to the 
Canadian industry from the United States, since a significant part of 
purchases from the United States consists of parts and components 
of finished goods, brought in by Canadian subsidiary manufacturers, 
that are complementary to rather than competitive with Canadian 
production. 

Foreign Competitors’ Advantages 

It is considered that Canadian manufacturers suffer from two 
main types of foreign competition. On the one hand, since their 
production runs are shorter because the market is smaller, they find it 
difficult to meet competition from the United States mass produced 
electrical goods, particularly where styling and technical improve- 
ments are important and where the optimum production unit is much 
greater than the size which Canadian demand can support. On the 
other hand, they sometimes find competition from the ‘low wage 
European producer’ very severe in specially built and heavy apparatus 
where there is a high labour content. The effect of the tariff on 
competition from imports varies greatly; it is least effective where 
the labour content is high or where very expensive machinery that 
needs very long runs is essenti 

The study examines in detail the extent and importance of internal 
and external competition. Mention is made of the competitive ad- 
vantage enjoyed by such ‘full line’ producers as Canadian General 
Electric and Canadian Westinghouse stemming from their ability 
to provide both the equipment and the engineering services needed to 
design and assemble large and complex installations. Through their 
closeness to the market and the.ability. of their nation-wide organiza- 
tions to service their equipment and supply spare parts quickly, these 
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and other established Canadian firms enjoy special advantages over 
their smaller domestic competitors and many importers. 

In general, Canadian producers of heavy electrical equipment are 
said to have been able to maintain or increase their share of the 
Canadian market since 1929, possibly because greater demand has 
enabled them to increase their output and thus spread their overheads, 
but on the heaviest types of equipment — such as large power trans- 
formers, waterwheel generators and power circuit breakers — competi- 
tion from imports could only be met by sharp price reductions. 
Canadian prices of heavy apparatus are said to approximate their 1949 
level, despite increases since that date of 44 per cent. in average hourly 
earnings and increases in cost of raw materials. The impact of the 
higher price of copper was eased by the wire and cable companies 
pursuing a lower price policy on magnet wire. The temporary suspen- 
sion of the 12} per cent. duty on silicon steel is said to have helped 
the Canadian manufacturer. It is concluded that the Canadian manu- 
facturer has to meet very severe competition. 


Scope for U.K. Nucleonics 


It seems clear that so far as the major electrical appliances are 
concerned Canadian firms cannot compete on even terms with pro- 
ducers in the United States because the Canadian market is not large 
enough to enable the full economies of mass production to be achieved. 
The Canadian market is growing rapidly, however, and as time passes 
Canadian manufacturers should be able to meet competition from the 
United States on more and more electrical products. 

As regards competition from Western Europe it is considered that 
since electrical apparatus is the type of product on which they have 
the greatest comparative advantage in dollar markets, the future 
may well witness a renewed drive on the part of European manu- 
facturers to obtain an added share of the North American market. 
In addition, the shift towards thermal sources of power may lead to a 
substantial increase in Euro sales of generating equipment in 
Canada. It has been predicted that by 1980 ‘some 30 per cent. of the 
generating equipment used in Canada will be of the thermal type 
with a significant portion of this, perhaps one-third to one-half, 
powered by nuclear sources. If this development takes place it can 
also be predicted that some 40 per cent. of the new generating capacity 
installed in the decade from 1970 to 1980 will be of the thermal type.’ 
Manufacturers in the United Kingdom and the United States have 
had long experience in producing steam turbo-generators and they 
are currently experimenting with nuclear reactors on a larger scale 
than Canadian manufacturers. Thus there may be scope for a very 
substantial increase in sales of this type of equipment by Aleieed 
Kingdom manufacturers. 


E.C.G.D. Business in Second Quarter of 1957 


BUSINESS DECLARED as shipped under the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department’s ‘commercial’ cover in the second quarter of 1957 
amounted to £119-4 millions, an increase of some £19 millions over 
the figure (£100-5 millions) for the corresponding quarter of last year. 
It was, however, below the record figure of £143-5 millions in the 
previous quarter. 

The face value and number of current short-term policies showed 
negligible change during the quarter. The value of new medium 
term business transacted during the quarter fell sharply to £4-9 
millions from the previous quarter’s record figure of £33-0 millions, 
— there has been no decline in the volume of business coming 

orward. 


The number of short-term policies current at the end of the second 
quarter of 1957 was 4,246 compared with 4,245 at the beginning of 
the quarter, and 3,980 at the end of the corresponding quarter last 
year. The face value of short-term policies current at the end of the 
quarter was £5243 millions, compared with £525-8 millions at the 
beginning of the quarter, and £480-0 millions at the end of the 
corresponding quarter last year. 

New medium-term business to the face value of £4-9 millions was 
transacted during the quarter, compared with £33-0 millions in the 
previous quarter and £23-2 millions in the corresponding quarter 
last year. 

The gross value of all short-term and medium-term insured 
business (including external trade) declared as shipped during the 
quarter amounted to £119-4 millions, compared with £143-5 millions 
in the previous quarter and £100-5 millions in the corresponding 
quarter last year. 
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Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
June Settlement 


‘THE TREASURY announce that the settlement for the month of June 
1957, has now taken place. The operation disclosed a United Kingdom 
net deficit for the month of £10,199,643* (28,559,000 units of account 
equivalent to the United States dollar). This deficit has been settled 
as to 75 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom to the 
Union, and as to 25 per cent. by the granting of credit to the United 
Kingdom by the Union. 

Further payments as shown below have also been made in respect 
of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom and 
certain other countries with the object of reducing the United Kingdom 
debt to the European Payments Union:

Carnets for Commercial Travellers’ 
Samples 


HER MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT have arranged to implement, as 
from August 1, 1957, the International Customs Convention regarding 
E.C.S. Carnets for Commercial Samples, 1956, which seeks to 
facilitate the Customs clearance of commercial samples temporarily 
exported or temporarily imported by commercial travellers, by 
introducing a standardized and internationally agreed Customs 
clearance document (to be known as an E.C.S. Carnet) which in its 
essential features and manner of use will resemble a motor car carnet. 

Details of the facilities at present available under these new arrange- 
ments are given in Customs Notice 106 (for British coramercial travel- 
lers, proceeding abroad) and in Customs. Notice 104 (for foreign 
commercial travellers visiting the United Kingdom), Copies of these 
notices may be obtained from the Secretary, H.M. Customs and 
Excise, King’s Beam House, Mark Lane, London, E.C.3.

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Changes in Export Licensing 
Control 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce certain changes in export licensing 
control. Those affecting cattle, eggs and seeds have been agreed in 
consultation with the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. 

With the exception of the control on eggs, the changes come into 
force on August 1. 

(a) In order to control the trade in cattle for Sonaneee, licences will be 
required (except for exports from Northern Ireland), to export live 
cattle, other than pedigree animals, to any port or destination on the 
Continent of Europe. 

(b) As from September 1 licences will be required to export domestic 
poultry eggs in.shell. An Open General Licence, into force 
an he-neemp. dose, hae sine. aan, of seatsiating eariret F ensing to 
certain specified destinations. 

(c) Licences will no longer be required to export certain types of agri- 
cultural seeds for sowing, some forms of selenium, ferro-phosphorus 
and ferro-silicon. 

(d) Due to changes in the list of goods controlled for strategic reasons, 
agreed in consultation with those countries which operate similar 
controls, licences will be required for the export to all destinations, 
other than the Commonwealth, the Irish Republic and the United 
States, of certain types of centrifugal testing apparatus, specified 
forms of poly-tetra-fluoroethylene and poly-tri-fluorochloroethylene 
and certain equipment designed to produce printed circuits (electronic 
assemblies). 

Consequential changes in respect of the strategic goods mentioned 
in paragraph (d) are made in amendments to the Strategic Goods 
Control Order and the Transhipment Open General Licence.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday July 17 


Tariff on Fresh Apples and Pears : 


A Member asked the President of the Board of Trade, Sir David 
Eccles, if he was yet in a position to make a further statement about 
the application from the National Farmers’ Unions for an increase 
in the tariff on fresh apples and pears. 

The President answered that Her Majesty’s Government had been 
giving careful consideration to the question of the long term arrange- 
ments for imports of apples and pears into the United Kingdom in 
connection with the National Farmers Unions’ application for 
increased tariff protection. They had reached the conclusion that 
it would not be practicable in the foreseeable future, in view of our 
international commitments, to revise the import duties on these 
products. 

Meanwhile, quantitative restrictions on the import of a number of 
goods, including apples and pears, continued to be necessary for 
balance of payments reasons. 


When such quota restrictions could no longer be justified on balance 
of payments grounds the Government would give the interests 
concerned a full opportunity before the restrictions were removed 
to discuss what arrangements might then be necessary in the light 
of the circumstances prevailing at the time. 


Exports to China 

In the House of Lords a Member asked whether a quantitative 
control for exports to China was being worked out in ‘Chincom’ in 
Paris, and, if so (1) what strategic purpose, if any, such a control was 
designed to serve; (2) on what basis of allocation was the control 
being worked out as between the United Kingdom and other N.A.T.O. 
countries; and (3) what steps were being taken to ensure that the 
advantages of the initiative shown by Her Majesty’s Government in 
acting unilaterally to reduce the China embargo were being fully 
maintained in the interests of British traders. 

The Joint Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs (the Earl of Gosford) replied that it was correct that quotas 
for the 25 items under quantitative control for export to China were 
being discussed by the China Committee of the Consultative Group 
in Paris. While these items were not necessarily of strategic importance 
as single units, they became important if ‘ted in sufficient 
quantities. The basis of allocation was a matter for adjustment between 
member countries in the light of the strategic potentialities of the 
items in question. 

There was no question of British exporters being in a special position 
in this matter since the majority of the countries represented on the 
China Committee had now the same control list for both the 
Soviet bloc and China. It was for business men themselves to follow 
up the opportunities for trade in non-strategic goods which Her 

s Government’s action in relaxing the embargo should open 
to them in the China market. In this they would be effectively sup- 
ported by the Sino-British Trade Committee and they can, of course, 
rely on all possible help from the Board of Trade. 


Thursday July 18 


Exports to the Commonwealth 

The President was asked opty were being taken by = 
Government to supply colonial and Commonwealth countries wit 
machine tools, engineering goods and civilian aircraft in view of 
redundancy in industries affected by the curtailment of defence work. 

The President did not accept the assumption that the curtailment 
of Defence Orders would lead to serious unemployment. Exports to 
Commonwealth countries, including the Colonies, he said, of the 
products referred to had increased in recent years, and exporters 
had available to them the services offered by the Board of Trade 
and the Export Credits Guarantee Department. 


Steel Sheet from the United States 


In 1956, total imports from the United States of uncoated steel 
sheet, the bulk of which was used by the motor car manufacturers, 
were valued at £7,236,598, the President stated. 


Exports of Embargoed Goods 

Asked in how many cases the exceptions procedure had been 
applied to the export of embargoed goods to Poland and Bulgaria, 
respectively; and what were the goods, amounts and values involved, 
the President replied that since the revision of the lists in August 1954, 
151 licences had been granted for embargoed exports to Poland and 
four for embargoed exports to Bulgaria. In almost all cases the goods 
involved were goods in the metals and chemical groups. All but ten 
were for values of less than £40; and where the values were greater, 
all were for spare parts for equipment previously supplied from this 
country. 


Trade with U.S.S.R. 


The President was asked what assistance was being given to British 
manufacturers desirous of trading with Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics to enable them to accept orders from outside the planned 
sector of the Soviet economy, and what assistance is being given 
to distinguish between orders placed outside the Soviet planned 
economy, and those offered from within the planned economy. 

The President said there might be some misunderstanding. The 
Prime Minister suggested in his letter to Mr. Bulganin that Soviet 
trading agencies might be given more freedom to place orders for 
goods for which no specific provision had been made in their ing. 
But this would not involve any question of placing orders outside the 
Soviet planned economy, and British manufacturers would not be 
called upon to make the kind of distinction the questioner suggested. 


Offers of High Rates of Interest 


The President was asked if he was aware that companies were 
advertising for deposits and offering interest rates of over 10 per cent., 
without having issued a prospectus, as was required for the offer of 
shares, and without making available copies of their accounts, or 
specifying for what purpose the money was to be used; and, in view 
of the doubts as to the soundness of some of these companies, if he 
would take steps, by promoting suitable legislation or otherwise, to 
safeguard the public’s savings in such concerns. 

The President said he was aware that very high rates were being 
offered and these, no doubt, caused prudent lenders to make inquiries. 
He was considering whether any action on his part was called for. 
The Daimler Company 

Asked whether, following the disagreements between the share- 
holders of the Daimler Company, which have resulted in a decline 
in trade and the threatened dismissal of 1,000 workers, he would set 
up under Section 165 (b) (iii) of the Companies Act a committee of 
inquiry in order to investigate the company’s affairs, the President 
said he saw no reason for an investigation under the Companies Act. 
He was informed that the figure of 1,000 mentioned by the questioner 
was much exaggerated.

British Industries Fair 

The President was asked whether, in view of the advice given to 
him by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, he would make a 
statement on the future of the British Industries Fair and on the 
possibility of organizing an International Trade Fair in Great Britain. 

He replied that he told the deputation from the Birmi 
Chamber of Commerce that the future of this fair depended largely 
on the attitude of British industry towards an international fair in this 
country. The President of the Federation of British Industries agreed 
to sound his members on such a proposal, Sir Devid Eccles said he 
was now waiting for this advice. 
Imports from the Argentine 

The President was asked whether, in view of the unfavourable 
balance of trade with the Argentine and in view of our economic 
position generally, he would limit the importation of fruit and 
vegetables, since all necessary supplies could be obtained from home 
agriculture. 

He replied that most of the fruit and vegetables imported from 
Argentina were apples and pears which arrived here after the main 
home marketing season. Their import was already limited by a quota.

The President was asked if he would give the number of new pottery 
factories erected in North Staffordshire since 1937 and the number 
since 1945. He replied that 171 industrial building schemes of over 
5,000 square feet were known to have been completed by the pottery 
industry in the North Staffordshire area since 1945. That total 
included five new buildings on new sites, the rest being extensions 
to existing premises. Similar information for the period since 1937 
was not available.

In er egy Sawer aga nap i the President of the Board 
of Trade, Sir David Eccles, made the following statement about the 
Jute Industry:

The Board of Trade will meet any reasonable request to provide 
additional factory space for leasing to firms already established and to 
others coming into the area for the first time, and in appropriate 
cases, ‘Treasury loans to such firms will be available under the Distribu- 
tion of Industry Acts.

Cinema Attendances in First Quarter of 1957 


CINEMA ATTENDANCES during the first quarter of 1957 totalled 
264 millions, 7 per cent. fewer than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1956, which is the same as the annual average rate of decrease for 
the two previous years; admissions were 9 per cent. more than in the 
previous quarter, which is slightly more than the normal 
increase. Gross takings in the first quarter of 1957 at over £26 millions 
were 1 per cent. more than in the corresponding quarter of 1956 and 
9 per cent. more than in the previous quarter. 

These statistics were compiled from 4,243 cinemas (all but eight 
of those known to have been operating commercially in the exhibition 
of 35 mm. films) with a capacity of 3,945,000 seats. This represents 


about 80 cinemas and 75,000 seats fewer than in the previous quarter, 
mainly the result of the closing of cinemas during the quarter. 
Compared with the first quarter of 1956, the fall in attendances in 


Admissions tended to show a greater decline no 
half of the country than in the Southern Regions or in Wales. Cinemas 
in all size groups showed decreases in attendances compared with the 
first quarter of 1956; those seating 250 or less showed the greatest 
fall (11 per cent.), while those seating 1,001-1,500 showed a drop of 
only 5 per cent.

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in March 


THE SEASONAL RISE between February and March in the total 
value of sales reported by wholesale textile houses, though sub- 
stantial, was somewhat less sharp than in recent years, and the level 
of trade in March was slightly lower than in the same month a year 
ago; this may have been due to Easter not occurring until well into 
April this year. During the January — March quarter as a whole, 
sales were about 2 per cent. higher in value than in the corresponding 
period of 1956. 

In the January-March period, the highest increase reported over a 
year ago was in respect of children’s wear, sales being as much as 
11 per cent. above the 1956 value. Increases in the clothing sector 
were also shown by women’s millinery (9 per cent.), women ’s knitted 
outerwear, blouses and skirts (6-7 per cent.) and men’s and boys’ 
shirts, pyjamas and outfitting (2-3 per cent.). Sales of women’s coats, 
costumes, furs and raincoats declined, however, to about 3 per cent. 
below the January-March 1956 value, and women’s hose and child- 
ren’s socks to about 10 per cent. less. Piece goods and nets were 
about 2 per cent. higher than in the first quarter of 1956, but other 
household textiles fell by 2-3 per cent. 

Stocks held by wholesale textile houses rose seasonally between 
January and February, and continued at about the same level in 
March. The value of stocks in March was about 6 per cent. higher 
than in the same month a year earlier.

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Some Recent Publications Received 


Industry and Technical Progress 


A report by Professor C. F. Carter and B. R. Williams, entitled 
‘Industry and Technical Progress,’ is the outcome of nearly three 
years’ research into the speed with which the results of scientific 
research are adopted in British industry. The work has been under the 
supervision of the Science and Industry Committee appointed jointly 
by the Royal Society of Arts, the British Association and the Nuffield 
Foundation and has been financed largely by a grant from the Con- 
ditional Aid scheme for the use of counterpart funds derived from 
United States economic aid. 

The report deals with the ‘stages in the application of knowledge, 
from basic research to a decision to commit resources to full-scale 
production’ and considers ‘some of the main conditions for the speedy 
adoption of new ideas in industry — the availability of men and money, 
appropriate organization, receptive management, a favourable market 
and environment.’ Some examples from the case-studies made in the 
course of the research are given in the Appendices to the report.

Report on Pest Infestation 


In ‘Pest Infestation Research 1956,’ published for the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2 (price 4s. 6d., by post 4s. 9d.), the Pest 
Infestation Research Board includes, in its mention of work of par- 
ticular interest, an investigation into the effect of gamma radiation on 
insect pests. The investigation was begun in collaboration with the 
Atomic Energy Research Establishment, the radiant source employed 
being cobalt-60. Its object is to find out how valuable the method 
might be in controlling the pests in stored foods. 

Other research work described includes the control of groundnut 
beetles; the effect of insecticides on seeds; virus control of clothes 
moths; fly problems in the fish industry; rational furnigation; and a 
survey of work carried out in collaboration with the Colonial Liaison 
Officer. 


Studies in Automation 


Political and Economic Planning recently undertook two case 
studies in automation for the European Productivity Agency and a 
third for the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. The 
results, first presented at the E.P.A. conference in Paris earlier this 
year, where they aroused considerable interest and discussion, have 
been published under the title, “Three Case Studies in Automation.’ 

The studies concern advanced mechanization in the engineering 
industry, automatic process control and the use of an electronic 
computer in routine clerical work. 

The aim of the organizers was to obtain a close comparison of 
methods and operations before and after the introduction of automatic 
techniques, to study technical, economic and managerial consequences 
and to consider the problems which arose and had to be overcome. 

The choice of the examples studied was obviously important. No 
three studies could be comprehensive but the ones chosen are reason- 
ably representative of different types of automatic production.

Motor Business 


*The Free Trade Area in Europe will not change any of the basic 
determinants of the prosperity of the motor industries in Britain, 


Germany, France and Italy.’ This is the main conclusion of a survey 
of the implications of European free trade for the motor industry in 
the June issue of Motor Business, published by the Economist Intel- 
ligence Unit. 

To what extent the motor manufacturing countries of Europe will 
be able to increase their share of the total market will still depend upon 
the competitiveness of their designs, the adequacy of their sales and 
service organizations and their ability to keep costs to a minimum. 
Only the last of these factors, Motor Business concludes; is in some 
measure outside a manufacturer’s control and free trade is only likely 
to affect costs in so far as it offers rem men Rtn es 
expanding the volume of production for the larger market 

As far as the British motor industry is concerned, ousie Motor 
Business, the Free Trade Area will offer a tremendous opportunity 
for expanding sales. On present trends in design and costs, the United 
Kingdom industry should certainly be able to expand its share of the 
commercial vehicle and bus market in Europe. In sports cars and 
quality saloons, British motor manufacturers have little competition.

British Products Should Find 
Good Market at Cologne Fairs 


THE ADVANTAGES to be gained by United Kingdom manufacturers 
who exhibit at continental trade fairs were stressed by Mr. B. F. 
Boothby, Head of the Export Assistance Department of the National 
Union of Manufacturers, in London on July 17. 


Mr. Boothby said that the Common Market and Free Trade Zone 
were designed to secure the maximum advantage for those countries 
taking part. Germany was highly industrialized, and might be 
considered as self-supporting in plant, machinery and durable 
consumer goods and, therefore, not a market worth cultivating by 
the British manufacturer. But according to an article in the Board 
of Trade Journal on July 5, enemy sate ee ents, ee ae 
market for British products but a rapidly-growing market; sales of 
many British products in 1956 compared with 1955 show quite 
spectacular increases. However, British goods had to be sold, and the 
question was how best to sell them. 

Referring to a recent visit to the International Household Goods 
and Hardware Fair at Cologne, Mr. Boothby said that the continental 
flair for display was evident on all sides, both inside the fair and in 
the shops in Cologne. Some stands were only a rough shell with 
shelves covered with a cheap material, but with the help of clever 
lighting and clever display technique, most attractive results were 
provided at a very low cost. 

His visit to the Cologne Fair convinced him of two things; firstly, 
that there was a good market in Germany for well-designed British 
products, and, secondly, that German businessmen, and most 
continental businessmen for that matter, erred to transact their 
business at trade fairs. It was not unusual for a German firm to delay 
placing the order for a product until this could be done at a trade fair, 
although the decision to buy a particular make of product had already 
been taken. Naturally, if the product chosen was not in evidence at 
the fair when it opened, the order was likely to go elsewhere. 

Although the British businessman was not so ‘fair’ conscious, he 
should not let his own preference blind him to the great opportunities 
inherent in those continental fairs. Exports to Europe were vital and 
both the opportunity and the need were likely to be sharply increased 
under any European Free Trade arrangements. If British firms 
making products in the household and hardware category wished to 
take advantage of the rising standard of living in Germany and the 
lowering of tariffs, they could not do better than book space at the 
Cologne Fair, and he was sure that the cost of exhibiting would be 
amply repaid in good and increasing business. It should also be 
remembered that apart from German buyers, there were buyers from 
60 other foreign countries at the Cologne Spring Fair in 1957, Mr. 
Boothby concluded.

Regular ionospheric measurements are made at the Department’s 
observatories and these, together with similar measurements made by 
other countries, are translated into forecasts of world-wide ionospheric 
conditions for use in high frequency communication and broadcasting. 

Basic research is also being undertaken into the possibilities of very 
low frequency radio waves in the region of 10 to 20 k.c./s for long 
distance navigational aids. The variable phase changes introduced by 
the ionosphere constitute a limitation on the accuracy attainable and 
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it is this matter which is being investigated experimentally in co- 
operation with the Admiralty. 

A description is given of an entirely separate line of research 
dealing with semi-conducting materials and devices made from them. 
These are studied to obtain a better physical insight into the factors 
determining their properties. Because of the trend towards the 
application.of transistors to higher frequencies, special attention 
has been paid to high frequency transistors. This has been facilitated 
by the development at the Radio Research Station of equipment for 
measuring the current gain of transistors up to rather more than 
100 Mc/s, Another branch of the work concerns the properties of the 
charge-carriers in monocrystalline filaments of germanium and silicon. 


Administration and Research 


‘The Direction of Research Establishments,’ published for the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches (price 25s., by post 
26s. 4d.), contains 20 papers presented and discussed at a three-day 
Symposium held at the National Physical Laboratory in 1953. 

The Symposium was attended by 173 delegates representing 16 
countries. Among them were laboratory directors from private and 
nationalized industries, universities, government departments and 
representatives of staff associations. 

The subjects discussed covered problems which particularly affect 
research establishments from the inception of a new laboratory, 
through the difficulties of programming, staffing, finance and general 
organization, to the communication of scientific achievement to other 
scientists, industry and the general public. 


International Trade 1956 


During 1956 both the value and volume of international trade again 
established a record level. In the first half of the year the value of 
world exports exceeded $90,000 million (at an annual rate), and the 
second half reached the unprecedented figure of $95,000 million. 
For the year as a whole the value of international trade was 11 per 
cent. higher than in 1955. 

These facts are contained in the fifth annual report prepared by the 
secretariat of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. ‘Inter- 
national Trade, 1956,’ is available in English or French from United 
Nations Sales agents, price $2-00 (or equivalent).

Part I 
gives a brief general survey of developments in exchange restrictions 
throughout the world. Part II describes the main features of each 
member’s restrictive system as at the end of 1956, and includes 
brief descriptions of the exchange systems of member countries not 
availing themselves of the transitional arraagements. In addition, 


surveys of some non-member countries are included. Important 
changes made in the early part of 1957 are also reported.

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British Products Should Find 
Good Market at Cologne Fairs 


‘THE ADVANTAGES to be gained by United Kingdom manufacturers 
who exhibit at continental trade fairs were stressed by Mr. B. F. 
Boothby, Head of the Export Assistance Department of the National 
Union of Manufacturers, in London on July 17. 

Mr. Boothby said that the Common Market and Free Trade Zone 
were designed to secure the maximum advantage for those countries 
taking part. Germany was highly industrialized, and might be 
considered as self-supporting in plant, machinery and durable 
consumer goods and, therefore, not a market worth cultivating by 
the British manufacturer. But according to an article in the Board 
of Trade Journal on July 5, Germany was not only already a good 
market for British products but a rapidly-growing market; sales of 
many British products in 1956 compared with 1955 show quite 
spectacular increases. However, British goods had to be sold, and the 
question was how best to sell them. 

Referring to a recent visit to the International Household Goods 
and Hardware Fair at Cologne, Mr. Boothby said that the continental 
flair for display was evident on all sides, both inside the fair and in 
the shops in Cologne. Some stands were only a rough shell with 
shelves covered with a cheap material, but with the help of clever 
lighting and clever display technique, most attractive results were 
provided at a very low cost. 

His visit to the Cologne Fair convinced him of two things; firstly, 
that there was a good market in Germany for well-designed British 
products, and, secondly, that businessmen, and most 
continental businessmen for that matter, preferred to transact their 
business at trade fairs. It was not unusual for a German firm to delay 
placing the order for a product until this could be done at a trade fair, 
although the decision to buy a particular make of product had already 
been taken. Naturally, if the product chosen was not in evidence at 
the fair when it opened, the order was likely to go elsewhere. 

Although the British businessman was not so ‘fair’ conscious, he 
should not let his own preference blind him to the great opportunities 
inherent in those continental fairs. Exports to Europe were vital and 
both the opportunity and the need were likely to be sharply increased 
under any European Free Trade arrangements. If British firms 
making products in the household and hardware category wished to 
take advantage of the rising standard of living in Germany and the 
lowering of tariffs, they could not do better than book space at the 
Cologne Fair, and he was sure that the cost of exhibiting would be 
amply repaid in good and increasing business. It should also be 
remembered that apart from German buyers, there were buyers from 
60 other foreign countries at the Cologne Spring Fair in 1957, Mr. 
Boothby concluded. 


The International Cologne Fair comprises several branch Fairs 
of which the International Household Goods and Hardware Fair is 
a part. Other Fairs included in the permanent programme are as 
follows:

Textile and Clothing Fair 

The centres of attraction at the Textile and Clothing Fair, from 
September 15-17, will be Men’s Fashion Week, Needlework Week 
and the Clothing ‘Technical Congress, three groups which will be of 
particular interest for foreign visitors. The Men’s Fashion Week 
Of the eueti’e: wad howe? clothing industry is the only display of its 
kind in the Federal Republic of Germany, and foreign ready-made 
clothing manufacturers are taking part on an ever-increasing scale. 


Varied Building Styles Shown 
at Berlin Exhibition 

THE INTERNATIONAL BUILDING EXHIBITION (Interbau) in West 
Berlin an account of which appeared in the Board of Trade 
on July 19, page 144, is described by the British 
in Berlin as an exhibition with a difference. Four years ago the Berlin 
por seg erm og ee residential area 
called the Hansa Quarter, lying between the “Fissbsteisdindthetfipend, 
which had been almost totally destroyed during the war. It is this 
district with buildings in all stages..of construction -from flats 
completed and in some cases occupied to houses from which as yet 
there are only the pegs marking out the sites — which is the exhibition 
ground. In sdidisiom,tnaatan imma iaideieakcieeaaa 
reach the exhibition by rope-railway or by a Volkswagen ‘train’ 
which goes through the tunnel made for an extension of the under- 
ground railway. 

The new Hansa Quarter has been designed as a self-contained 
residential area. The living accommodation offers.a considerable 
variety of types and sizes within the financial and other requirements 
of Berlin’s public housing programme. There are also two churches, 
a library, shops, a school, a day nursery, a a restaurant and 
the new tube station. Fifty-three architects, of 19 are from 
abroad, have provided the designs. Thus a considerable variety of 
architectural styles and building techniques, blended into one general 
plan, can be seen within an area of some 135 ‘acres. The British 
participant, Mr, F. R. S. Yorke, has designed a ‘staggered’ block of 
four Se ee houses which will begin to go up soon. Outside the 

Hansa Quarter itself but part of the exhibition are a United States- 
financed congress hall of a boldly unconventional design and a 
17-storey block of flats fe Le Corbusier. 

In addition to the permanent buildings there are over 20 temporary 
exhibits. These include the main display on the Interbau theme 
‘The Town of Tomorrow’, an exhibit of post-war reconstruction in 
Federal Germany and pavilions containing exhibits from 14 foreign 
countries, amongst them Canada, Ceylon and the United Kingdom. 
The United Kingdom exhibit, designed by the Central Office of 
Information with Mr, F. Furneaux Jordan as their architectural 
adviser, consists of plans, photographs and models, with features of 
interest to the specialist as well as the lay visitor. It covers post-war 
reconstruction (Coventry is the main example), the new towns, other 
British architectural and building achievements at home and abroad, 
and a number of current development projects. 

Interbau will be open until September 29. From September 14 
to September 29 there will also be the annual Berlin Industries 
Exhibition which this year will complement Interbau, with the accent 
on constructional machinery and techniques.

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Finland to See Examples’ of British 
Design 


THE BOARD OF TRADE, at the request of the Federation of British 
Industries and with the co-operation of the Council of Industrial 
Design will stage at this year’s British Trade Fair at Helsinki, from 
September 6 to 22, a display of selected British consumer goods 
covering more than 3,000 sq. ft. 

The stand will be situated on the first floor of the Messuhalli, and 
the total number of items on show will be about 450. They will 
include furniture and ishings, pottery, glass and cutlery, domestic 
appliances, toys, sports and travel goods. All the goods on display 
have been chosen from ‘Design Review,’ the Council of Industrial 
Design’s record of well-designed consumer goods. 

In addition to exhibits grouped according to type, the designer 
of the stand, Mr. Robin Day, A.R.C.A., F.S.1.A., and his assistant, 
Mrs. Helen Challen, have planned a range of five rooms intended 
to give Finnish visitors an impression of British interior furnishings 
and decoration today. 

Staff from the Design Centre will be on duty to answer questions 
about goods on display. A separate inquiry room will be staffed by 
the Commercial Department of the British Embassy in Helsinki, 
to deal with general questions about British industry. 

The Fair is organized by British Overseas Fairs Ltd., under the 
sponsorship of the Federation of British Industries, the London 
Chamber of Commerce and the Finnish-British Trade Association. 


Group Stand for Light Engineering 
Industries at Brussels Fair 


THE ENGINEERING CENTRE, Birmingham, under the general 
auspices of the Federation of British Industries, is organizing a group 
stand for the light engineering and metalworking industries at the 
Brussels World Fair next year. 


The object is to make it possible for manufacturers, particularly 
smaller firms, to take part in what is undoubtedly a most important 
International Exhibition, at a cost which is reasonable. The Fair 
lasts for six months from April to October 1958, and space charges 
are inevitably very high. Another problem is the difficulty of staffing 
a display overseas for such a protracted period. 

To meet these points and to help ensure a satisfactory British 
representation, the Engineering Centre is arranging for a two-tiered 
stand in the British Pavilion. The space will be divided between 
individual manufacturers according to their requirements. 


The Centre is arranging the full staffing of their stand so that no 
British manufacturer need deny himself the opportunity of exhibiting 
at Brussels on this score. A satisfactory number of firms have already 
agreed to take part in the group stand but a limited number of 
additional firms in the light engineering industry can be accom- 
modated if application is made now. 

The Brussels Fair is the first world exhibition to be held since the 
war and will cost some £100 million. Over 30 million visitors are 
expected. Its importance from the international trading standpoint 
is enhanced by the move towards a common market.

AN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the 1955 Trade Agreement between 
Czechoslovakia. and the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 
(B.L.E.U.), has been signed in Prague and is valid for one year from 
April 1, 1957. 

It is estimated that under this Protocol the volume of trade will 
be increased by some 15 per cent. by value over the previous year. 

Czechoslovak exports to the B.L.E.U. will include: malt, coal-tar 
pitch, chemical products, timber, paper and paper board, textiles, 
rubber footwear, ceramic products, glassware, industrial machinery, 
parts and equipment for motor cars and lorries, 


B.L.E.U. exports to Czechoslovakia will include: fish, agricultural 
products, chemicals, sensitized products for photography, cinemato- 
graphy and radiography, leathers, semi-finished and finished textile 
products, flax, iron and steel products, zinc and electrical and non- 
electrical machines and equipment.

Lebanon and Saudi Arabia 


A TRADE AND PAYMENTS Agreement between Lebanon and Saudi 
Arabia has been approved by the Lebanese Council of Ministers. 

This agreement which is subject to ratification will enter into force 
15 days after the exchange of Instruments of Ratification, and will 
be valid for one year but may be renewed by mutual consent. The 
agreement provides for each nation to have import licensing facilities 
and preferential Customs facilities for both agricultural and industrial 
products, and modified most favoured nation treatment.

Economic Developments i in Middle East 


The Secretariat of the United Nations has published, as a supple- 
ment to World Economic Survey, 1956, a report on ‘Economic 
Developments in the Middle East, 1955-1956.’ The report, which 
surveys the main economic trends in the Middle East, is obtainable 
from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, price 11s., 
by post 11s. 6d. 

The publication presents a detailed study, with statistical data, 
of agriculture, industry (including petroleum), foreign trade, develop- 
ment programmes, monetary changes and prices in the region and in 
the individual countries of the Middle East. It also contains a prelimin- 
ary review of the economic impact of the Suez Canal crisis on the 
Middle East which shows that the effect of the crisis on the economy 
of Middle Eastern countries was strong, but localized and of limited 
duration; the loss of income in Egypt, Israel and Syria probably led 
to a reduction in their development expenditure but the report 
concludes that the crisis did not cause any serious dislocation in 
development projects in the Middle East as a whole. 

As far as foreign trade is concerned, the report points out that 
world trade increased in value by some 10 per cent. in 1955 and slightly 
more than that in the first half of 1956 compared with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. The increase in Middle East exports 
was approximately 15 per cent. in each period, and in Middle East 
imports 17 per cent. in 1955 and 9 per cent. in the first half of 1956. 
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Establishment of Import Licensing 
Committees 


THE BOARD OF TRADE understand that a committee is being 
established in Jedda, for the Western province of Saudi Arabia in 
Riyadh for the Najd province, and in Dammam, for the Eastern 
province, to consider applications for the issue of import licences. 
The Minister of Finance and National Economy will fix in advance 
the minimum amount of foreign currency for which import licences 
shall be issued during each three-month period, and the committees 
will be notified of the amount allotted to each. The total (annual) 
amount of foreign currency will be distributed among the three 
committees on the basis of official statistics, consideration being given 
to new requirements which might arise. 

The Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency will guarantee the foreign 
currency allocations for each of the three committees, and 
banks in each province will make the required arrangements. for 
opening credits for each licensed importer. Applicants for licences 
will be required to show what they imported during the previous year, 
and also during other prescribed periods. 

Committees will distribute the foreign currency allotted to them 
between various items on a basis of the imports of the same item 
during the previous period, having regard to the average import of the 
same item for an identical period during the last three years. 

The imported items will be classified into three groups on the basis 
of the following priority : (1) foodstuffs, dry goods, livestock, medicines 
and medical supplies; (2) everyday clothing, construction equipment, 
mineral oils, fuel, mechanical equipment, spare parts, and transport 
vehicles, other than small cars; (3) all other items. The import licence 
will be valid for opening credits within two months after issue, and 
if not used during that period will be cancelled. 
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Budget Proposals Revising Import Duties

Changes Expected in New Import 


Programme 


THE FEDERATION of Rhodesia and Nyasaland import programme 
for the six months period beginning July 1 has not yet been pub- 
lished. However, it is understood that there are to be several changes 
compared with the programme for the first half of the year (see 
Board of Trade Journal of January 19, page 146), the principal of 
which are as follows: 

1. All goods now restricted from O.E.E.C. countries, including cars, 
will be placed on open general licence. 

2. American cars assembled in South Africa will also be placed on open 
general licence, but direct imports of cars from America will remain on 
quota. The quota will be based on actual imports during the first six months 
of this year. 

3. All dollar goods for which import licences have hitherto been freely 
given will be placed on open general licence (a purely administrative change), 
but certain additions to the list will be made including cigarettes, rough 
and cut diamonds, toilet preparations, furniture, sports » gramophone 
records, field glasses and fruit juices. The dollar quota for wheat, piece- 
goods, stoves and washing machines remains the same as in the previous 
period. 

Almost all goods from the sterling area, of course, continue to 
enter without restriction.

The eleventh edition of “Time Rates of Wages and Hours of

and National Service, was published on June 19. It is obtainable from 
H.M. Stationery Office at 11s. (by post, 11s. 6d.). 

The main tables in this new edition show, for the more important 
industries and occupations, the minimum or standard time rates of 
wages, the dates from which these rates became operative, and the 
normal hours of labour. In general the information relates to the 
position as at April 1, 1957, but subsequent changes in rates of wages 
that were known before the final proofs were sent to press have been 
incorporated. Particulars of changes in rates of wages and hours of 
labour are published monthly in the Ministry of Labour Gazette 
and the data given in the new edition can be kept up to date by refer- 
ence to this current source of information.

The Structural Use of Reinforced Concrete in Buildings 


A revised edition of C.P. 114 deals with reinforced concrete design 
and construction as applied to beams, slabs, columns, flat slab 
construction and walls and bases in buildings. It also deals with 
floors, roofs and stairs, which were previously the subject of separate 
sub-codes. 

Recommendations concern materials and strength requirements; 
also permissible stresses in steel and concrete, which have been 
increased wherever this could be done with safety. 

The design of mixes to a specified strength requirement is now 
provided for, and for nominal mixes somewhat higher permissible 
stresses are allowed where the cube strength requirements for the 
particular mix are consistently exceeded. 

Methods for assessing the bending moments and other stresses 
in the various members, and the permissible loads on columns are 
included; and there are general formulae applicable to any type of 
steel. Calculations for beams, slabs and eccentrically loaded columns 
on a load factor basis are now permitted. 

The Code, which is illustrated, concludes with a comprehensive 
alphabetical index. Price 10s. 


Mastic Asphalt for Roofing (Natural Rock Asphalt Aggregate) 


The main changes in the revised edition of B.S. 1162, ‘Mastic 
asphalt for roofing,’ are that a maximum hardness number is now 
given in addition to the minimum previously laid down; and, in order 
to narrow the permitted limits of composition, separate analyses are 
specified for use with natural rock from Swiss sources and for rock 
from all other sources. 

The standard is divided into four sections, the first of which is 
primarily concerned with definitions; the second gives required 
properties of the materials such as flux oil, natural rock asphalt, 
aggregate and two types of asphaltic cement; the third section deals 
with the manufacture of mastic asphalt blocks and the re-melting 
procedure on site; while the final section covers sampling and testing 
requirements. 

Three appendices set out respectively the method of determining 
the acid solubility of coarse siliceous aggregates, the method of 
determining the hardness number, and recommendations for the 
application of mastic asphalt for roofing. Price 3s. 

Note: The Natural Asphalte Mine-Owners and Manufacturers Council 
point out that the issue by the British Standards Institution of the revised 
British Standard for this high-grade material necessitates consequential 
amendments in the Council’s booklets, ‘Specifications and Safeguards’ and 
‘Application of Mastic Asphalte — Roofing.’ 

Reference is made in the ‘Specifications and Safeguards’ booklet to 
B.S. 1162:1956. This should now read: B.S. 1162:1957. 

In both booklets the Council recommends users to specify from the 
British Standard the type of asphaltic cement, namely table 2, column 2. 
As B.S.1. decided to bring B.S. 1162 into line with other Standards for 
mastic asphalte, the asphaltic cement table is now designated 1. The 
per mows & recommendation should accordingly be changed to table 1, 
column II.
